Dear  Dr.  Burleigh: 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  25  February,  I  wish  to  inform  you  that 
the  only  early  parish  records  we  have  for  the  State  of  Louisiana 
are  those  of  St-Frangois-Xavier ,  dit  Poste  de  Vincennes  in  Ouabache. 
These  consist  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  for  the  period  from 
1749  to  1786.    Should  you  wish  to  consult  these  records,  they  are 
contained  on  microfilm  reel  C-2896  which  may  be  borrowed  for  your 
use  by  any  institution  possessing  a  microfilm  reader  and  participating 
in  the  interlibrary  loan  arrangement.    Requests  for  loans  must  be 
submitted  by  the  borrowing  institution  on  authorized  forms  and  should 
clearly  identify  the  source  and  reel  numbers  required. 

Unfortunately,  a  search  of  various  indexes  and  logical  sources  failed 
to  locate  any  reference  to  the  marriage  of  James  Costello  and  Katherine 
Ryan  or  to  their  children.    You  might  find  it  interesting  to  know  that 
in  the  course  of  our  search,  we  consulted  a  reference  file  on  the 
Costello  family  and  found  the  inquiry  you  addressed  to  the  Archives  on 
26  August  1935. 

You  might  be  able  to  obtain  some  assistance  from  the  provincial 
archives,  as  I  understand  that  institution  has  custody  of  thousands  of 
indexed  marriages.    The  address  follows  for  your  convenience.
